gian sojdiers ive.re killed today by the explosion of a lime bomb in n 
passenger car of a train carrying Belgian soldiers on leave, back to 
Belgium from Ihe Ruhr. 
Between 2S and 30 soldiers were wounded. 


The evploMnn is regarded in juilitury circles here as the German reply 
to the stiffening of the occupation regulations in the Belgian zone since 
the killing of two Belpiin soldiers nt Marl, several days ago and is 
thought to have been carried out by the same organization that arranged 
the explosion that killed two Germans in the waiting room of 
the 


Wiesbaden railway station this week. 
The train, which parrying 300 


men on leave, left Dnishure, shortly before 2 o'clock. 
The bomb ex- 


ploded as the train was crossing the Rhine. 
It completely demolished 


the car. killing or badly wounding every man in it and morially injuring 
the sentinel who was guarding the bridge. He was struck by a fragment 
of iron. The wounded arc being cared for in hospitals in the vicinity of 
Duisburg. 
Several of the wounded are not exix-ctcd to live. 
It was 


announced 'that penalties will be applied by the authorities of occupa- 
tion for tho outrage.

WiesbaJe.ii railway station this week. 
The train, which carrying 300 


men on leave, left Ihiisbure, shortly before 2 o'clock. 
The bomb ei- 


ploded as the train was crossing t.hc Rhine. 
It completely demolished 


the car. killing or badly wounding every man in it and mortally injuring 
the sentinel who was guarding the bridge, lie was struck by a fragment 
of iron. 
The wounded are being cared for iu hospitals in the vicinity o£ 


Duisburg. 
Several of the wounded are not exacted to live. 
It was 


announced that, penalties will be applied by the authorities of occupa- 
tion for the outrage.
